Now when the Li- 
quors of theſe Glands' are coagulated, 
in any Meaſure, and not diſcharged 
on the Nut; it becomes Difficult 


for the Foreskin to run over it: 
Which Difficulty encreaſes by the 


Tumours, or Shankers, that grow 
there, ſo that on their Account the 


Foreskin is not eaſily brought over 


the Nut; but Choaks, and occaſions 
a Phimoſis, or Periphimoſis. 


The Shaxkers on the Glans, we 


find, hinder the Foreskin's ſlipping 
over it; and theſe on the Foreskin 


as alſo the Cryſtallins, thicken the 


Foreskin and render it unfit to paſs 
over the Glans: And cherefore the 
Foreskin ſtopping before, or on the 

Neck of the Glans, will be the Cauſe 
of a Phimoſis, or Periphimoſis. Beſides ; 
the Foreskin not 9 a ſingle, but 
Ei ak; 9 
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a double, Membrane; the inward 
Doubling, which touches the Penis, 
may be thickned, when the exter- 
nal remains unaffected: Only, it will 

lie in Pleates and Wrinkles upon the 

Penis, while the inward Choaks it. 
Thus its Thickneſs encreaſes by a 
new Afflux of Humours, which comes 
by its Choaking on a Part, and con- 
duces to produce a Phimoſis or Peri- 
phimoſis more PoWer full). 
It will equally contribute to give 
us a lively Notion of a Phimoſis 
being occaſioned by the Dryneſs, or 
Tumours, of the Glans, and to re- 
cConcile us to the Degreſſion, that 
informs us of a Phingofis, where there 
cannot be the leaſt Suſpicion of the 
Pox, or any Degree of  Venereal 

' Sharpneſs. This Phimofis was in a 
Caſe of the Small-Pox; and it was 

ſo great that it hindred the Child 
to make Water for Two Days. This

Men; yet they do not require diffe-

Theoretical, and Practical Part, of 
rhis Dilſcourſ ©} oi 
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Vr has been, already, proved; that 
1 tbe ſharp Pain, in making Water, 
proceeds from the Salt Urine paſſing 
over the Urethra, corroded with the 
Matter of a Gonorrhœa. So that as 
the Pain in making Water cannot 
be Cured, while the Matter conti- 
nues to Stimulate, and Corrode that 
Part; on the contrary; as the Acri- 
mony of the Liquor, abates, and the 
 Gonorrhcea- is cured, the Sharpneſs of 
Urine-hkewiſe abates. Yer, the ſharp- 
neſs of Urine being always very trou- 
bleſome, and often attended with ill 
Conſequences by continuing; means 
are to be uſed, whereby the Sharp- 
neſs may be alleviated, during the 
Progreſs of the Cure. This Method 
of. Alleviating the Pain, is, either by

Whereby the Urethra will not be 
thus excoriated. Whatever the Means 
of bringing about the firſt Part of this 
Deſign may be; it is certain, that 
Salt may be ſo dituted in a Quantity 
of Water as to loſe its Saltneſs: But 
the Serum of the Blood making up 
the Liquid Part of the Urine by 
indteiting its Quantiy, the Salt Will 
be ſo diluted, as to ceaſe Stimulating:
